••xpeiise  of  James  Knos  Cory,  of  Shelby,  Ohio,  who 
traced  its  whereabout-s. 


THE  ORIGIN 


Ol)e  Origin 


The  Cory.s  are  .--aid  to  be  of  Pict,  or  Scandinavian 
origin,  deriving  their  name  from  Cori.  a  l\oman  fort  at 
Anandale  in  the  Shire  of  Dumfries.  Scothmd. 

We  also  find  "Karre"  in  Holingshed's  co})y  of  the 
Eoll  of  Battle  Abbey  in  tlie  reign  of  William,  the  Con- 
queror of  England.  It  indicates  that  the  family  is  an 
ancient  oric.  whatever  its  origin. 

The  word  Corrie  or  Cori  is  ("calic.  signifies  a  bowl- 
shaped  hollow  on  a  hillside,  in  which  game  usually  lie>. 
Though  spelled  originally  Corrie.  in  Scotland,  it  has 
since  met  with  many  changes,  viz:  Cori.  Cor'te^  C>n-ie, 
f'ur/'ie,  Korrle,  Karre.  Korry.  Carry.  Corye.  etc.  These 
nannes  are  mentioned  in  Scottish  and  English  Records  and 
in  the  various  Visitations  of  England. 

Over  in  Ireland  a  Corrie  clan  is  believed  to  ha\e 
been  branched  off  from  Scotland,  as  two  Ulster  manors 
C)f  Finagh.  in  the  county  of  Tyrone  and  Coole.  otherwi.se 
manor  Atkinson,  in  the  county  of  Fermanagh  are  men- 
tioned. 

Here  in  America,  it  is  generally  supposed  that  the 
name  was  first  spelled  Cory,  changed  at  an  early  date 
to  Corey,  following  in  this,  the  example  of  many  of  the 
Puritans,  who  on  leaving  England  during  the  Protecto- 
rate of  Cromwell,  altered  the  orthography  of  their 
names,  possibly  to  escaj^e  identity  in  case  of  pur>uit.  into 
this  country. 

JOHX  CORY,  our  immigrant  ancestor,  may  have 
felt  the  urgency  of  this  inasmuch  as  his  father,  (as  >ev- 
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era!  have  c-laiiiit'd)  was  a  p]-oininent  man  in  Norfolk.  Kno- 
land  wlu)  liad  h^n  Knighted  by  Charles  I.  In  ah-enri 
of  i)roof.^,  it  can  he  said  withont  (jnestion  a>  to  Ikmv  lii.- 
an(•e^to^s  spelled  the  name  Corv. 

It  is  said  possibly  all  the  early  Cory.,  in  rhi^  coun- 
try sprang  fr(.m  three  of  the  four  men  bearing  the  name, 
Nvho  came   to  America.   1640-r)0. 

CJiles  Cory  the  ^martyr'*  settled  in  Salem.  Massa- 
chnsetts.  left  no  descendants:  Thomas  Corv  settled  in 
Chelmsford.  :\Ia.s. :  William  Cory  in  Portsmouth.  Kh(  .Ic 
Island,  and  John  Cory,  called  of  -Southold."  live<l.  it  i> 
supposed  for  a  .diort  time  in  Massachusetts  and  th.>n 
Avent  to  Xew  Haven.  Conn.  It  is  not  known  if  these 
four  men  were  related. 

In  Septe_nber.  1G40.  a  party  of  twelve  men  fr.  m 
Coiinecticut  un.ler  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Jolui  Yon-o 
of  Southwold  (Siilfolk).  P:ngland.  crossed  over  to  Long 
Island  and  found  the  town  of  Southold.  and  of  this  bodv 
of  the  men.  was  John  Cory.  He  is  called  in  the  recordV 
a  Quaker.  I)ut  he  must  have  been  at  first  a  Presbvterian 
or  Congregationalist,  for  he  was  one  of  the  founilers  of 
the  first  Presbyterian  church  of  Southold.  KUO.  (]?e- 
vrsed  from  Dickinson's  Cory  Family.) 
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It  stands  on  the  original  farm  of  John  Cory,  the  im- 
migrant, just  a  short  distance  east  of  Southold,  Long 
Island,  near  the  sound,  built  by  David  Cory,  grandson  of 
John  Cory,  when  David  was  sheriff  of  Suffolk  County 
between  1730  and  1733.  The  farm  was  occupied  by  John 
Cory  at  least  as  early  as  1645  and  until  his  death  in  1685. 
The  following  quotation  from  a  document  attached  to 
a  scattered  timber  in  the  museum  of  the  Long  Island 
Historical  Society  at  Brooklyn,  refers  to  this  house: 

"On  a  Sabbath  day  in  June,  1S14,  a  British  sloop  of 
war,  the  'Sylph.'  and  ten  other  vessels,  came  from  their 
anchorage  in  Gardner  Bay  into  Long  Island  sound,  stop- 
ping opposite  the  house  now  occupied  by  Deacon  Abra- 
ham Mulford,  located  near  the  shore  three  miles  east  of 
Southold  village,  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  a  vessel 
which  carried  a  torpedo  screwed  into  the  ship's  bottom, 
to  be  exploded  by  clockwork,  and  which,  after  annoy- 
ing them  greatly,  had  come  up  to  that  place  for  safety. 
On  this  Sabbath  morning  the  family  had  gone  to  church 
at  Southold,  leaving  their  home  in  charge  of  a  slave 
named  Cuff.  The  British  fired  a  few  shots  at  the  house, 
and  Cuff  fled  to  the  hay  stack  for  refuge.  A  32-pound 
ball  went  through  the  second  story,  perforating  in  its 
course  this  identical  piece  of  timber.  A  year  later  the 
'Sylph'  was  wrecked  on  the  Southold  beach  losing  106 
out  of  the  crew  of  111.  A  quantity  of  rigging,  tackles, 
etc. ,  was  saved.  Mulford  claimed  damages  for  sale  of 
these  articles  which  was  allowed  by  the  government."

The  (hite  (f  \\\<  birth  is  not  recorded,  nor  positively 
kiK  \vu.  Neither  is  it  known  in  what  part  of  the  British 
Id>  hi-  immediate  forefathers  dwelt,  though  generally 
iiflie\c'd  to  have  heen  in  England.  The  date  of  birth 
(!f  111-  eldest  ^on.  John,  is  rec(_rded  as  ICoO.  and  it  has 
i  een  assumed  the  birth  <,f  his  father  was  20  or  -21  years 
earlier,  which  would  make  John's  birth  about  lOlS  or 
Kdit. 

It  is  known  that  he  was  a  resident  of  Southold.  L.  L. 
in  1<>40.  -as  lie  and  his  wife  Ann  or  Hannah,  witnessed 
a  deed  on  the  8th  of  October.  In  1059  Southold  belonged 
to  the  Xew  Haven  c(jlony.  In  May  of  that  year.  John

He  seems  to  have  been  a 
man  of  considerable  means.  f(;r  that  time,  as  he  owned

AMiile  living  on  the  farm  at  Hanover,  (irandmother 
had  risen  very  early  one  morning  in  order  to  finish  some 
sewing  for  tlie  family.
